For  the  second  time  in  the  history 
of  this  city  Talmage's  Tabernacle  has 
been  destroyed  by  lire.  That  it  should 
burn  early  Sunday  naming  ionLead  of 
a  little  later  when  the  great  audience 
had  assembled,  is  a,  streak  'of  luck 
w  hich  the  whole  world  should  be  grate¬ 
ful  for.  In  my  opinion  t&ere  was  no 
more  dangerous  public  edifice  in  the 
world  than  this  same  Tubernacle. 
The  Brooklyn  Theatre  was 
from  the  inflammable  eharncter'of  the 
material  used  in  its  construction.  It^ 
exits  were  as  numerous  and  as  large 
as  that  of  any  other  theatre  of  its  day. 
The  Tabernacle  was  oomposed  of  fully 
as  destructib  e  stuff  as  the  theatre 
where  three  hundred  lives  were  lost 
out  of  a  total  of  about  nine  hundred, 
but  the  exits  from  the  auditorium  of 
the  Tabernacle  to  the  street  were 
terrifying  to  the  timid,  and  an  anxiety 
to  the  thoughtful.  It  is  probable  that 
the  architect  who  tlrew  the  plans,  and 
the  Superintendent  and  Inspector  of 
Buildings,  would  have  been  promptly 
indicted,  ty<l  a  congregation  been 
present,  but  now  of  course  they  and 
everybody  else  will  eseajKj  censure. 
What  a  different  verdict  there  would, 
be  had  this  been  a  jtlace  of  public 
amusement  instead  bf  a  place  of  so- 
called  divine  worship.  The  seating 
capacity  of  this  structure  was  about 
four  thousand,  or  ten  thousand  people 
at  both  Sunday  services.  To  dismiss 
this  multitude  took  all  the  way  from 
fifteefi  to  thirty  minutes,  aud  the 
crowtls  moved  steadily  and  without  u 
block.  Allowing  for  a  .panic  .or  a 
conflagration,  not  oue  quarter  of  the 
congregation  could  havo  escaped.  Mr. 
Tahnage  must  certainly  have  belie  veil 
in  a  special  providence  for  himself  and 
•  his  people,  or  he  would  have  insisted 
ii]>ou  having  the  same  safety  methods 
for  the  Tabernacle  as  are  now  used  in 
all  our  first  class  theatres.  All  the 
new  theatres  and  many  of  the  old 
ones  are  as  safe  as  the  ingenuity  of 
man  can  make  them,  while  our  noble 
*  church  structures  with  costly  spires 
streb  hing  heavenward,  are  as  empty 
of  fire  extinguishers,  aud  means  of 
safe  retreat  iu  ease  of  danger,  as  the 
occupants  of  dungeons  in  our- city 
prisons!
